M. J. J. Haslett, travelling passen- 
r agent of the C. P. R. in Great 
ritain, recently stated that this year, 
in his opinion, would mark the great- 
est emigration from Europe that has 
evér taken place, and that Canada 
would receive ita full share. Mr. Hus- 
lett has charge of the exhibition cars 
in England and hag a large staff of 
men working under him.

The Right Sort of Immigrants, 


Capt. Holmes, inspector of U. 8. !m- 

migration agencies for the Dominion 
Government, paid a visit to Winnipeg 
recently on his way to Ottawa, he 
visited all the agencies from Portland, 
Maine, to Portland, Oregon. He says 
the prospects for 1893 immigrat‘oa 
from the south of the Hne ‘se very 
| bright, and the number who will im- 
| migrate will be large. The credit of 
‘the U. 8. imm'‘gration is due entirely 
|to the Dominion Government. There 
'are twenty-seven agencies ‘n that 
;country, and it is the intention to 
| bring parties from every agency th's 
|spring. These prospect've settlers 
| are all pract‘cal poneer farmers, men 
|; Wel] adapted to the conditions of the 
| Canadian Northwest; and in addition 
| they have money and effects and are 
generally considered far ahead of the 
average European imm grant. 

Capt. Holmes states that these par- 
‘ties have brought 'n over forty cars 
of settlers’ effects, stock and imple- 
ments. Besides they have quaran- 
tined at the different quarantine sta- 
tions 500 or 600 head of cattle. Many 
of the settlers, especially those from 
Nebraska, Washington and _ Idaho, 
have sold their farms from $35 to $40 
an acre and are bring’ng in the cash 
to the country. Twelve or fifteen of 
them are bringing in over $20,000 
apiece; three have over 350,000 each. 
This is a class of settlers which this 
country welcomes in particular and 
the authorities are anxious to get 
them by the use of every fair induce- 
ment. If all these hopes are realized 
great credit 's due to the immigration 
department for its activity in the mat- 
ter.

And it is lamentable to reflect that 
the holiest spot in the Holy Land, 
that which was sprinkled with the 
life blood of Incarnate God, and w t- 
nessed Hos vietory over death, should 
have been ind-reetly the cause of more 
carnage than any other spot on earth. 
For it arrayed not only Chr stendom 
against Islam on many a bloody feld, 
but also one half of Christendom 
agaimst the other: ending in the cap 
ture and sack of Constantinople by 
the Latins in A. D. 1204—the great- 
est polit.cal crime ever perpetrated in 


Christendom; for not only were the 
atroc. ties committed by the Latins 
worse than those of the Turks, but, 


together with the weakening of the 
Eastern Empire by previous crusades, 
the Latin conquest of Constant nople 
broke down the buiwark of Christ.an 
Europe against the Turks. They had 
a footing on the European side of 
the Bosphorus before, but they conld 
never have made good their conquests 
in Europe without possession of Con- 
stantinople. 

Even in our generation we have seen 
one of the greatest wars of modern 
times originating in a dispute be- 
tween Christian nations about the 
scene of our Lord’s death and burial— 
a war which cost our country streams 
of precious blood and added £100,000,- 
000 to our national debt. And the

Horse Breeders’ Lien ‘Aet. 


The Horse Breeders’ Lien Act, passed 
at the last session of the local house pro- 
vides for the registration of registered 
pedigreed stallions, dcmicited in the 
province, with the department of Agri- 
culture and Immigration. The fee for 
such registration, 1s &) aud the ¢lepart- 
ment will furnish each owner so doing 
a certificate of such registration which 
must be inserted in every bill poster or 
ad. issued by owner of such stallion to 
the benetit of the statute. 

The 4th clause of the act, provides for 
the filing of a statu‘ory declaration with 
the country clerk, setting forth service 
particulars. 

The Sth and tith and 7th clauses con- 
tain the benetits of the act and read ; 

5. The owner of such stallion upon 
filling such affidavit and complying with 
the provisions of this act shall havea lien 
to the amount of said service fee and 
costs as he-einafter provided, upon the 
colt or filly, the offspring of any such 


; “ ° : | 
stallion from the service in respect «f | 


which the said affidavit is filel, whic 
lien shall take and have priority over any 
and all writs ofexecation, chattel moit- 
yages, bilis« f sale, liens, claims and en- 
cumbrances whatsoever. 

6. If payment of the service is not 
made before the trst day «f January in 
the year following the year in which the 
colt or filly is born, the owner of such 
stallion or his duly authorized agent may 
at any time befure the first day of May 
following, take possession of the colt or 
filly upou wich he /s such lien as afore- 
said, wherever the same may be found 
and may proceed to sell the same by 
public auction after giving the person in 
whose pocession the said colt or filly was 
when taken, ten ays noticein writing 
of such intentiin tu sell, whch notice 
may be effectually given to such persen 
by delivering the same to him personally 
or by posting the notice upon the dor 
of such persons last place of residetee 1 
in Manitoba. 

7. The proceeds of such stile shall be 
applied first on payment of reasonable 
expenses of the taking of po-session, giv- 
ing of notice, and conauct of sale not in 
all in any case exceeding $10, next i 
payment of the sail service fee, and the 
balance shall be paid by the cwaer of the 
stallion to the person from whose pos: 
ession such colt or filly wastaken, on de- 
mand.

production, its growth in early spring, and 
its long life. The first year, no crop is 
produced, but thereafter it is said to yield 
large crops of fodder for many years. It 
ia best to cut the fodder before the flowers 
ripen, as thereafter the vines become very 
eoarse and fibrous. It is claimed that it is 
one-third more nutritious than clover hay, 
ana contains three times as much food as 
timothy. In IN91, the United States De 
partment of Agriculture distributed the 
seed ef this plant to eighteen Experiment 
Stations for trial, but none of them have 
yiven a favorable report It has been 
found difficult to get a good stand, as many 
of the seeds fail to germinate. As this 
plant has not yet been sufficiently tested in 


this country, it would be well for those 
who wish to try it, to do so onasmall 
scale.

in order to understand it imagine two 
oarallel boards, 27 feet long and about 
two inches apart. In the space between 
these boards 106 incandescent electric 
lights of ordinary size are placed so close 
tozether that they touch, and form one 
solid line of lights. This shaft of lights 
can be placed in any position, but in ac- 
tual use is intended to dangle from s 
mast or flag staff. The Morse telegraph 
alphabet, as almost everybody knows, is 
composed of two characters ; the dot and 
the dash, in other words a small dot 
and a straight line or dash. All the let- 
ters and numbers are composed by form- 
ing combinations of these two charac- 
ters. For example, a dot Pct a 
dash is ‘‘A,” and a dash followed by 
three dots is ‘“B.” Returning to the 
light shaft, and reading from top to bot- 
tom, suppose that two of the incandes- 
cent lights at the top are illuminated, | 
and then a dozen more further down 
are turned on at the same time. You 
will see as a result a small spot of | 
light and a straight line of 
light, or according to Morse, a dot 
and a dash. It will be readily seen 
that all required to write any letter 
or word is to throw on the current il- 
luminating the lights in different forms 
and combinations. To do this quickly, 
is one of the nice points of the machine. 
An instrument resembling a type writ- 
ing machine connects each letter and 
character in the alphabet with a com- 
bination of lights corresponding with it 
upon the light shaft. To do this 5,000 
wires are necessary, but they are held 
together so closely by a cable that they 
only oceupy a space of 12 inches. 

The operator simply writes upon the 
key board of the sending apparatus, and 
the letters hestrikes stand out in elec- 
tric fire from the otherwise dark surface 
of the shaft. 

A 32 candle power can be distinguish- 
ed at a distance of 10 miles or more. 
This light can be produced by a smal 
dynamo worked by a naphtha lamp, 
when the Telephotos is in use on shore.

Teaching Children Obedience. 


Perhaps the most difficult problem 
of life, because the one on whch all 
other problems hang, js correct ch'ld- 
training. If every child in existence 
to-day could receive parental treat- 
ment little short of perfect on the mil- 
lennium would arrive in the next gen 
eration, All reforms would de out, 
because there would no longer be any 
need for them. °Tis a consummat on 
devoutly to be wished. The f rst step 
in its realfgation is ensured obedience. 
The great lesson of conformity to a 
higher power has to be learned by us 
ail sometime in life, and the ehild 
whose mother does not help him to 
learn that lesson when he is young, 
will have to struggle at it all by him- 


,self later on. 


The old-fashioned method of en- 
foreing obedience, which consisted in 
knocking a child down if he did not 
obey instantly, was simple and effi- 
eacious, but it had its curawbacks. 
What does it profit a mother if her 
son goes and comes promptly at her 
bidding, if all the time he hates her 
in his heart, and becomes a confirmed 
little hypocrite, keeping his thoughts 
secret from her, and 
counting the years until he is of age 
and can break away from all domes- 
tic diseipline and do as he likes? To 
lose a child’s love and confidence is 
infinitely worse than to be disobeyed. 
It is easy and natural to carry out 
the wishes of those we love, but the 
obedience that is wrenched from us is 
worthless. 

The great defect in present day child 
train ng is that parents so often teach 
their children to disobey them. They 
do not intend to teach them anyth ng 
of the sort, but that is the lesson that 
their words convey. Every time a 
command is allowed to be disregard. 
ed, every time a command is re- 
peated in a weak and excitable 
tone of voice, a ehild is not 
only taught to disobey—it is actually 
tempted and encouraged and urged to 
disobey. In many families where the 
rule js that the youngest members 
shall retire at S o’clock the regular 
evening performance is thnig 
like this:
